Caustics by Reflection. 
It Is found that In concave spherical ( 
mirrors the reflected rays only com e to 
a definite focus in the i"»int when the 
angular aperture of the mirror d o e s, 
not exceed 8 or 10 degrees. 
W ith a 
larger aperture the rays reflected neat 
the edge cut the axis of the mirror at j 
a point nearer its surface than those 
from points im m ediately around the 
center. 
This being so and tiie curve 
Of the mirror being continuous, a cor- i 
responding curve of successive focai 
points Is formed in space and can be 
rendered visible by the rays falling on 
a reflecting surface, such as a sheet of 
w hite paper or a tablecloth. 
The nap 
kin ring is a cylinder and possesses tha | 
properties of the spherical mirror along j 
one diam eter. 
The rays falling upon ; 
portions more remote from the center 
line are brought to a different focus 
from those falling nearer the center, 
and this produces the peculiar heart 
shaped reflection. 
T hese figures are i 
known as “caustics by reflection*1 and 
can be well observed by allow ing tiie 
light of a candle to fall on the inside 
of a cup or tum bler partly tilled with 
milk.

New Brunswick, Nova Scotia. Quebec. 
British Columbia, Newfoundland. Eng 
land, Scotland, W ales, Ireland, Nor­ 
way, Sweden, Denmark, Russia. Ger- 
many, Holland, Belgium , France, Ja­ 
pan and Sil>erlii. 
So long ago as 1720 
som e 2,000 o f “the principal gentlem en 
of Scotland” formed a com pany for 
herring fishing, but were quickly dis i 
m pted, leaving a mournful lot of stock- j 
holders. 
Thirty years later the Prince 
of W ales became president or governor i 
of a herring fishery, with a capital of 
£500.000 
Efforts were made to learn j 
the secrets o f tlie Dutch methods of j 
curing herrings, but tlie company soon 
collapsed. 
The spaw ning and feeding 
grounds o f herrings have determined 
the location of cities, and In several 
instances the actual destiny of nations 
and the fate of monarchs appear to 
have been involved in the herring fish­ 
ery.—London Answers.
